Ihe Viet Sam Autonomous Government now has at least 300,000 regular 
troops and 1,300,000 militia in reserve, in addition to a nuaber of arsanals 
which can produce rifles, machine guns, and band grenades* There are a 
large number of political and military oadre, and many engineers, physicians, 
lawyers, educators, and cultural leaders. Their leader, Ho Chi Mlnh (a 
Communist Party Member), has united democratic elements, and all ethnic 
groups In Viet Ham, In support of the Autonomous Government, which has 
already mobilized the entire population. 

When Japan surrendered, Ohiang's KMT reactionaries took advantage 
of the ease with which their troops could entsr north Viet Ham and sot 
up two regimes In that tusa . One was the Peopla'a Government of /forth \J 
Tlet Ham, headed by the anti -Communist Japanese collaborator Hguyen Hal 
Than; the other v** called the Viet Ham Hat 1 coal Party's Provisional 
Government headeo. by Ts’ol hin-huog /Gedz 10060; 319*1 ; l*b*£/. 

Helther regime had a basic hold on the masses. 
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az first the mt reactionaries great iy deal red that those two non- 
popular governments arrange a tripartite division of the country with 
He Chi Minh*o gorernaoDt* This was refused by Ho. Then they threatened 
to reorganize the Autonomous Government and sate a three-sided coalition 
government, which idea also was rejected. Finally, they Insisted on 
dragging their two puppets into Ho Chi Minh’s government, to supervise 
and hamstring Its moves from within. 

later , the KMT reactionaries prepared a list of leftist officials 
in the Autonomous Government, threatening to make Ho dismiss them. Ho 
replied to this threat with a general election. In December 19^5 a nation- 
wide election gave leftist candidates complete victory, and frguyen Hal 
Than and Ta'ai were eliminated by popular expression of opinion. After 
this, the conflict sharpened e Chiang’e KMP troops stationed in north 
Viet Bern, were a heavy burden on the Viet Ham government. They made KMT 
paper currency issued in China the legal tender for forced transactions 
in north Viet 5am sod caused economic distress and financial chaos there. 

Before Ch tang’s troops withdrew, they supplied weapons to the Viet 
5am Bational Party. 
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
